SOME INDIANS. 

Adieu the Rodman Wanamaker 
expedition to all Indian people of 
the United States reached Otoe for 
the purpose of holding conference 
with the Otoes, Poncas, Pawnees, 
KavTs and Eonkayvas, the Journal 
editor gladly accepted the invita- 
tion of Superintendent Stanton to 
he present, yydtness the flag raising 
and hear the excellent address of 
the President, the Secretary of the 
Interior and The acting Commis- 
sioner ot Indian Affairs. 

The leaders of the expedition 
were Dr. Joseph K. Dixon and 
IVIajor James AlcLaughlin and 
they yvere accompanied by a sten- 
ographer and three photographers. 
It yvould be hard to find more 


alway^s served as efficient barriers 
to progress, and to accept and put 
into pi’actice the best features of 
our civilization. In fact, there 
could not be conceived any other 
I'ight purpose in laboring yvith 
them. In the Wanamaker expedi- 
tion toe taking of pictures yvith all 
sorts of cameras seemed the prin- 
cipal interest and the important 
subjects yvere the Indians arrayed 
in owned and borroyved barbarian 
finery. Many occupying the center 
of the stage were original coffee- 
coolers or their descendants, usual- 
ly the consistent foes of progress, 
while the progressive Indian in his 
inconspicuous citizens dress form- 
ed the fringe of the croyvd unno- 
ticed. They were not ‘‘Chiefs” be- 
cause they had outgrown the fic- 
tion of chieftainship, but merely 
bread-yvinners, and therefore x^oor 
subjects for a spectacular exhibit. 

In this xjarticular the teaching 
of the expedition yvas yvroiig and 
did not leave a good taste in the 
mouths of those yvho yvork. — Chi- 
locco Indian School Journal.

The loss to 
the missionary work yvill be 
oreat, as Bishop Knight lias 
shoyvn himself an excellent admin- 
istator of a difficult field and a 
yvise adviser in the settlement of 
missionary jiroblems. 


The Rev. H, Percy Silver who 
for three and a half 3 ’ears has done 
most effective work as secretarj^ of 
the Seventh Missionary Depart- 
ment, has been aj3pointed to the 
Chaplaincy of West Point and has 
accepted the position. His resig- 
nation as department secretai' 3 ^ 
was firesented to the board of mis- 
sions to take effect on October 1st. 
While universal regret yvill be felt 
in the Seventh De] 3 artment and by 
all yvho are interested in missiona- 
ry yvork, the Church yvill neverthe- 
less be glad that so influential and 
important a post as the Chaplaincy 
at West Point should be thus wor- 
thilv filled.

On August 24tli there yvas cele- 
brated the fortieth anniversary of 
the oldest church of our commun- 
ion in the Spanish possession.s — 
Holjv- Trinity Church, Ponce, 
Porto Rico, — yvhich was erected 
b}' the English speaking residents 
of the place in 1872 and was under 
charge of the BitTiop of Antigua. 
Wiie?i the United States came into 
possession of Porto Rico the pro- 
perty was transferd to the Ameri- 
can Church. 

In 1861 there was only^ one bish- 
op of the American Episcojpal 


Chiircli and one bishop of the 
Church of England in all China 
and Japan. The first converts of 
modern missionary effort had not 
h(Hin baxitizcd in Jai^an. There 
was but a handful of Christians of 
any name in China. Today in 
both Cliina and Japan there are 
fnliv^ organized national churches. 
Japan has sev on dioce.- 3 es yvith as 
many bishops, two American, four 
English and one Canadian. Ching 
has eleven dioceses with as many 
l)isho| 3 S, three American, seven 
English and one Canadian. In 
both Churches the communicanls 
are numLered by the thousands, 
besides many additional thousand 
bajitized members and adherents. 


On Aug. 27th, at his home in 
Winnixaeg, Canada, in his 84th 
year, died one of the great mis- 
sionaries of modern , times. The 
name of Robert McDonald is little 
known. Beyond his remote field 
feyv people heard of his great 
achievements, yet as Archdeacon 
of the Yukon, beginning his work 
in 1852, he accomplished results 
that were little short of marvel- 
ous. No other missionary has ap- 
proached the extent ht his transla- 
tions, still in daily use amoug the 
people for whom he made them. 
None save Bishop Rowe has 
exceeded the range of his travels 
and none the apostolic fervor and 
sublime self-denial of his spirit. 
Even to the last, in his retirement 
at Winnipeg, he continued his 
yvork of trauslation and only last 
year published the grammar and 
lexicon of one of tho Alaskan dia- 


\'V hen the floods of last spring 
wrought yvholcsale destruction in 
the middle yvest, it yvas stated that 
the missionary offerings from the 
suffering dioceses yvould inevita- 
bly shrink. Straiigely' cnoutrli 
this yvas not the case. Almost 
yvithout exception they made in- 
creased gifts — an evidence of fine 
spirit yvhich the general Church 
will greatly appreciate.
